The like opinton (it ſeemes) 
many men of great learning and tudgement, in 
this late Age, haue beene taken withall, in re= 
uoluing the Monuments of Intiquity ; wha 
haue found by many pzegnant Arguments publiſhed 
in their Wzitings; that there haue deens in by=paſt 
times a Learned Age, when the Dun-ſhineof Truth 
in all humane Knowledge was moſt reſplendent, and 
as then aduanced to the highelk pitch, haue beene 
Ince deuolued too e ſhut vp foz a while in an Abiſſo 
ot darkneſſe, and pet after again in the reuoluing and 
aſcent towards the ſame light of perfection, and thus 
in a continuall motion, and rotation to bee ſubiect ta 
conuerſlon.as all other things are. That there was 
an abſolute perfection of humane knowledge tn Adam, 
no man doubts; but what time flnce the learned Age 
was, cannot yet bee pointed out: That lnce there 
haue beent a totall faile, and now againe in the wap. 
to reſtitution the Þttozies and Uizitings of the an=. 
cient and theſe pꝛeſent times teſttfie. Ind to that 
purpole many Eagle-ey'd Phtloſophers haue of late 
beſtowed their endeauours; and amongſt the reſt, the 
right Monourable Francis, Uiſcount St. Albans, who 
by his Inſtaurauo magna, ( aS it is indeed) in theſe 
B * parts,

parts, hath laid the ſare foundation, on which the 
Amphitheatte of truePhiloſophy is ro bee reared: In 
fozraigne parts the Jiluſtrious Pzince William, late 
Lantſgraue of Heſſen, and Tycho Brach, Lom of Knud- 
Krup, by molt accurate obſcruations, baue made a 
great Pꝛogreſſe towards the abſolute reſtitutions of 
Aſtronomie; and Kepler, by his like acute Juuentions, 
and Dpeculations, haue gone on farre in the like 
Derutiny, and diſcouery of the Truth both in Atro- 
nomie and Aftrologic , aud many other parts of Phi- 
loſophy, as appeateth by bis Treatiſe of the Wozids 
Harmony; whereby many ſteps are now againe made 
vp in the Scale of aſcent, to that high Olympian Palace 
of Lady Truth; which notwithſtanding, ſo it is pet, 
that the Iſkrologer is not onely taxed by the vulgar. 
and that in many reſpects very wozthily ; ſome pzo» 

milcuouſly embzacing wþatloener any Dwle-ep'd 
and laruate Zuthoꝛ has wꝛitten, in Aſtrologie; others 
Come committing divers Jmpoſtures, vnder colour 
ok Aſtrologie; and ſome as igns:antiy venting their 

frothy fancies fo; true Aſtronomy and Aſtrologic, not 

vnderſtanding any part of the truth in either: but 

bath alſo in fozmer times beene oppoſed by Mirandula, 

Bodin, and others, ai at this pꝛeſent one cither our 

of willing ignozance, oz out of a high ambition ts bee 

counted a Polyanthean Philologer, not onely reuels a= 

gainft the abuſes of Aſtrologie, bur denyes any other 

knowledge thercof, then foz fraud and impoſture. 

This ſo vniulk inuectiue ſeemed to require a iuſt de⸗ 

Fence of the amplitude and excellence of ſo noble a 

Science, had it ſtood in need of it. But foz that it 
Fands in need ofno ſuch pꝛops to ſuppoꝛt it, as being 
oꝛdained by the Blmighty in the Creation, when the 
motion and influence ofthe Stars, Sunne & _ ne

gouerned Common-wealth accozdingly, Dauing 
to necedleſſe a labour, I thought good to giue a taſte 
of ſome of the opintons.oxpetiments and iudgements 
of the Dages, which pzous and appꝛoue the knows 
ledge of Aſtrologie. Salomon in his Booke of Sapicnce 
teſtifles of „ that God gaue him the know= 
ledge of the reuolution of peeres, and of the fituati= 
on, diſpoſition and influence of the Dtarres., Arifto- 
tle iu his Meteorologie, ſapes; That the conuerſlon of 
the he auenl bodies is the cauſe of ſublunax alter 
ons. Dauing much to the ſame purpoſe in his Boo 
of the Heavens Metaphiſicks, and of the wozld, where 
auowes , that the heauenly powers doe flow to the 
conſeruation and generation of cozruptibles. Plato 
affirmes that the conuerſlon of the Dtarres cauſeth 
the viciſlitude and alteration of things, not onelyin 
beaſts, but alſo in the nature of the bniuerſe and life 
of man. The ſcope of eder doctrine was, to 
bet the harmony and conlent betweene the ſuperioz 
and inferioz wozld in numbers: All other —97 — 
phers lince haning beene foz the moſt part Dez 
ctariſts, and therefozo of the ſame opinion.
